The general proposition that rain 


helps a gravel road should be quali- 
fied. It helps a gravel road in De- 
catur township but 
does not help 


gravel roads In other townships. Per- 
haps that statement also should b« 
qualified by saying that rain helps 
a good gravel road and Kurts a poor 
gravel road. There are about sixty- 
five miles of gravel road in Macon 
county. Decatur township has the 
great preponderance of this, about 
fifty miles, it has been estimated. 
Other townships that have gravel 
roads are Hickory Point, Harrlstown, 
Blue Mound, Wheatland and 
Long 


Creek. Rain helps any gravel road 
that is well drained and well gravel- 
ed. A badly worn gravel road which 
las been cut through at times and on 
which earth has become badly mixed 
with the gravel Is subject to mucli 
the same effects from rain as an 
earth road. Even a 
better 
gravel 


road which has 
many 
depressions 


that hold water Is not helped by rain. 


A BAD EXAMPLE. 


Perhaps 
the 
worst 
example of 


gravel road is In Blue Mound town- 
ship. It is part of the old Paris and, 
Springfield state road and was grav- 
eled years ago at their own expense 
by farmers living on it. The town- 
ship has never done anything for this 
gravel road. No new gravel has ever 
been put on It. Even the ditches and 
shoulders have not been kept in res- 
pectable condition. Still this road Is 
Immeasurably better than an earth 
road thit receives no more attention. 


The South Wheatland gravel road 


which joins the Blue Mound town- 
ship road at Bethlehem church and 
the Decatur township road just west 
of Enterprise school is immeasurably 
better, not noticeably better at the 
Bethlehem church end but very much 
better at the end adjacent to Decattir 
township. Rain helps part of this 
road and hurts other parts-of it. 


LOCAL ROAD GOOD. 


The Decatur township gravel roads 


are and havo been for years kept 
well graveled. 
The travel on any 


road Increases In geometrical ratio as 
the road appioaches a city. 
The 


travel on the Decatur township sec- 
tion is several times heavier than on 
the Wheatland section or the Blue 
Mound section. The problem of any 
gravel road with a heavy traffic Is 
to hold th& gravel on the road in dry 
weather. 
The surface breaks and 


the gravel ravels into holes. Rubber 
tires pick up the fins particles which 
are the binding material and throws 
it away as dust. Nothing can be 
done toward resurfacing 
a 
much 


travelet} road when It is dry. Rain 
makes it better at once. It stops the 
ravelins and puts an immediate end 
to the dust. The loose pebbles no 
longer roll under the wheels of ve- 
hicles, and cause them to skid. And 
while the road is wet. effective work 
can be done in restoring the surface. 
It is easy to put a Decatur township 
gravel road in condition and keep it 
in condition while It Is wet What 
the township needs is a way of hold- 
ing the gravel when It is dry.

tities at 16^ cents to 17 cents a 
pound, whereas four 
weeks ago It 


was selling here at SO cents a pound 
and the housewife was being limited 
to one-'pound packages! Incidentally, 
the canning season is practically .it 
an end. 


"The Post-Dispatch 
on July 31 


stated that brokers were then pre 
dieting that sugar would drop to 14 
cents a pound before October. 


^ 
SPECULATOR SUFFERS. 


"In grocery circles It is said that 


the speculator who boosted the price 
of sugar in April and May Is the 


man suffering on account of the drop 
in price. 
When wholesale grocers, In 


convention here in June complained 
that the high price of sugar was due 
to the fact that it was not traveling 
through the legitimate channels of 
trade, but was being cornered by 
speculators, they were Informed by 
W. McC. Martin, governor of the St. 
Louis Federal Reserve Bank, that th» 
speculators would be taught & dear 
lesson, when they went to pay for 
their sugar, by finding that 
their 


credit had been tightened. 


"That is what has happened. Spec- 


ulators have been forced to releasn 
their stocks at prlpes as low as 5 and 
10 cents a pound below what they 
contracted to pay the refiners. Find- 
ing that they could get no further 
extension of credit as a result of the 
Federal Reserve Bank's policy, they 
had to get the money the best way 
they could, and In order to do that 
they had to unload their sugar at 
sacrifice."

ment of Miss Grace Abbott In her 
talk to the members of the City club 
ar their noon luncheon held at the 
y. M. C. A. Wednesday noon. . 


Miss Abbott said that Immigrants 


are now again arriving in Chicago In 
train loads, that the number who are 
coming to America is limited only by 
th« capacity of ships In the Atlantic 
trade and that il'ir.ois, which has the 
third largest number of foreigners of 
«ny state in the union, must awaken 
to 
the need 
of seeing 
that these 


Beoplfl are assimilated and made into 
sood citizens. 


DUTY TO IMMIGRANT 


During her talk Miss Abbott said: 
"The duty and the opportunty of 


•he national, state, and local gov- 
ernments t» the admitted immigrant 
were and still are (1) to protect him 
against fraud 
and exploitation, so 


that such traditions as he cherished 
with regard to America might not be 
lost In his first contacts with us; (2) 
to give him an opportunity to learn 
the English language and secure such 
R working knowledge of our laws and 
Institutions as would enable him to 
1oln 
us in the work of making the 


United States a really offectlve de- 
mocracy: (3) to make 
such adjust- 


ments of our political and social ma- 
chinery as the peculiar needs of the 
various 
elements In 
our 
complex 


population rfml^r necfspary nr de- 
sirable. 


iXlOK. FOR REFUGE 


"For almost six years we had prao- 


'.cally no 
immigration 
Now the 


r.umbers cominsr are limited appar- 
ently only by the carrying capacity 
of the boats, the difficulty of seonr- 
ing passports and our entrance tests. 
Tram loads are again 
arriving in 


Chicago 
These people who are com- 


ing bear the impress of the suffer- 
ing they nave 
endured. 
Many of 


them are women and children joining 
husbands and fathers; many are only 
remnants of families that have be 
come separated and scattered. 
They 


look to America as a refuge 
from 


hatred, hunger, 
cold, 
and dijease. 


They constitute at once an oppor- 
tunity and a responsibility. 


"Illinois has tried in thp past to 


c!ve to every man and to every child 
an opportunity to make the largest 
contribution to our common life of 
which each i= 
capable. We 
have, 


however, failed to realize that Ideal. 
Racial prejudice, inferior educational 
opportunities, l"w wages, and dan- 
gerous social conditions have defeat- 
ed our purposes in now one place and 
now another. For some of these dif- 
ficulties the solution is entirely local 
but for most of them the active co- 
operation and interest of the state are 
necessary. 


MILLION FOP.EIGN BORN 


"The state of Illinois ranks third 


In the numbers of Us foreign born 
residents. Only New York and Penn- 
sylvania have more. The last cen 
SUB showed more than a million for- 
eign born. Many of these had been 
here for years and had become com 
pletely absorbed In our life and could 
b» disregarded In any consideration 
of this problem. But 117,000 of those 
who were ten years of age and over 
were unable to read and write In an> 
language: 226,557 were 
unable 
to 


speak the English language." 


"Figures from the census of 1920 


are not yet available hut the Immi- 
gration figures show that during the 
last decade nearly a half million 
(497,294) gave Illinois as their des- 
tination when they were admitted 
Less than 50000 (44.207) of that num 
her were able to speak the English 
language. 
These facts known to 


few were realized by many when our 
national 
army 
assembled. Peopl 


were amazed to hear that American 
soldiers could not speak the languag: 
of the country and that many Amerl 
cans native as well as foreign born 
could not read and write.

All other remedies failing to have 


any great influence on shippers to 
get them to unload cars in a hurry, 
the Wabash has adopted a new form 
of persuader in the shape of heavy 
penalties for failure to unload cars. 
Many Decatur firms will be exceed- 
ingly interested in this as it con- 
cerns them considerably. 


This is to be known as emergency 


penalty and will be $10 a day on a 
car effective Thursday, Aug. 19 m 
Illinois and applies to both interstate 
and intrastate shipments. 
It applies 


on all cars loaded with lumber and 
held for reconsignment, all open top 
cars loaded with coke or coal and 
not released within free time. 
The 


penalty is $10 for a day or fraction 
thereof and is in addition to the de- 
murrage charges. 


$15 A DAY. 


All cars or practically all have a 


forty-eight 
hour 
free 
time 
after 


which $2 a day demurrage starts and 
after four days, the demurrage goes 
to $.T but with the penalty added, this 
means $12 a day for the third anrt 
fourth day and $15 a day thereafter. 


Also, these penalty charges will be 


assessed and collected separate and 
distinct from any demurrage charge 
accruing under either 
the 
straight 


plan or the average agreement. Thero- 
for, credits earned under the average 
agreement cannot be used to offset 
these penalty charges. 
It is believed 


this will bring about the co-operation 
of shippers In giving an early release 
on cars so that they can be available 
for other business much quicker.

at Once. 


Wednesday noon the Decatur Brasa 


Works closed a deal for the purchase 
of the old street car barn property 
on East North street between the de- 
partmental school and St. Patrick's 
school and the company will at ones 
begin the work of transforming the 
building Into a factory for the mak- 
ing of carbonators for use in soda 
fountains. 


The machinery for the manufactur- 


ing of the carbonators Is already on 
the way .the concern having bought 
another pieca of property recently 
with the intention 
of- building but 


with the chance to buy the old street 
car storage building the 
company 


will not use the other lot because of 
the time which would be lost in build- 
ing. 


The property Is 130 by 60 feet and 


the building will be extensively re- 
modeled and improved in appearance. 


The machinery will be run by elec- 


tricity and no smoke stacks or smoke 
nuisance will be created. The build- 
ing will be heated by an ordinary 
furnace and it will be improved on 
the exterior so -that it will be much 
more attractive than It Is at present,
